Gives View of Recent Troubles 
Asked about the recent troubles 
in Mexico, Mr. Dominguez replied 
that there had been no conflict be­ 
tween church and state, hut it was 
entirely between the clergy and the j ucational 
state.

people was fanaticism,” lie declared. ! 
More superficially, the issue was 
whether or not the clergy were sub­ 
ject to the civil government, as in 
America and whether they should 
yield to this theory of government 
by registering as required by civil 
law. 
More deeply, however, the 
issue was as to who was going to 
control education, according to Mr.

The Mexican government

in primary day schools: it does in

to the child and s o c i a l l y undesir­ 
able, to give the child a rigid re­ 
ligious cast before he is old enough
